Breakdowns in 
temporarily repaired circuits were 
frequent, The weatherman held 
out some hopes for tomorrow, with 
the promise of higher temperatures 
and probably some rain or snow.

H. B. KLINE IS 
DEAD, AGE 73 


Resident of this city for years, 
during which time he had been a 
leading business man and commun- 
ity worker, H. B. Kline died at his 
residence, 10122 95 street, on Wed- 
nesday evening. He was 73 years 
old. 

From the time he arrived in this 
city in 1904, Mr. Kline was engaged 
in the jewelry business, his store, 
next to the Capitol theatre, being 
regarded as one of the leading en- 
terprises of its kind in this prov- 
ince. 

Mr. Kline was born in Austria on 
December 24, 1860.
